News.)—Harry F. Sinclair, multi- 
millionaire oil man, was found guilty 
of contempt of the senate tonight for 
refusing to answer questions during 
the senate investigation three years 
ago of the Teapot Dome naval oil 
leases. 

A jury in the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia returned the ver- 
dict which carries a mandatory jail 
sentence of from one to twelve months 
and a fine of from $100 to $10,000. 
Sentence prebably will be passed a 
week from Friday when Sinclair's at- 
torneys file their motion for a new 
trial. 


The jury was out seven hours and | 


15 minutes before reaching a verdict.

While waiting for the judge to ar- 
rive Sinclair walked nervously around 
the corridors of the courthouse chat- 
ting with his lawyers and friends. He 
occasionally mopped his forehead with 
a large handkerchief. as though in- 
wardly agitated.

The jury stood 11 to 1 for convic- 
tion at the first ballot. About 15 bal- 
lots were taken before an agreement 
was reached.

Acknowledging his own impotence 
to take direct action in Washington 
toward reversal of the august federal 
hody’s decision. based thotgh it might 
be on misapprehension and lack of 1n- 
formation, the petitioner yet expressed 
hope that sometiing might be done ty

| showed «a justification for action. 

Basis of Petition. 

The petitioner was Eliot Tucker- 
man, a New York lawyer and a former 
member of the state legislature, anid 
the book on which he based his peti- 
tion was “The Life of Gouverneur | 
Morris,” by Jared Sparks, published 
in 1832.

Tuckerman reagge seed 
showed the supreme court to have 
acted in upholding the prohibition 
amendment in contradiction to the in- 
tent of the drafters of the constitution 
was written in 1S04 by Morris to 
Uriau Tracy, then a United States

Tuckerman also quoted from che 
first inaugural address of George 
Washington to strengthen his asser- 
tion that the supreme court did not 
correctly interpret the intentions of the 
/men .who framed the constitution 'n 
ithe prohibition ruling. Washington 
|differentiated sharply between the 
“ordinary objects” submitted to con- 
'gress and “occasional powers,” includ- 
|ing amendments, in the use of which 
| he expresses confidence that especial 
| care will be taken.

Hangs on One Word. 


The whole question of the constitn- 
tionatity of the eighteenth amendment, 
Tucker said, depended on the meaning 
of one short and ambiguous phrase 

in the fifth article of the constitution, 
the article which deals with the man- 
ner in which amendments may be pro- 
posed to the states by congress. | 

This article reads that congress shal] 
propose amendments “whenever two- 
thirds of both houses shall deem it 
necessary.” The late Speaker Reed 
ruled in 1898 that this should be in- 
terpreted to mean two-thirds of a 
quorum such as is necessary for the 
transaction of ordinary business, one- 
half of the members and one of 
each house. This interpretation the 
supreme court accepted when the first 
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prohibition case under the eighteenth 
amendment cam: before it, and it since 
has remained the accepted interpre- 
tation. 

The letter from Gouverneur Morris 
to Senator Tracy, however, reads as 
follows: “The idea that two-thirds of 
the whole number of senators and of 
the whole number of represenatives 
are required by the constitution to 
propose an amendment is certainly 
correct.” 

How It Passed. 


The eighteenth amendment, Tucker- 
man reminded the state legislature, 
was proposed by two-thirds 6f a ma- 
jority of both houses, but not by two- 
thirds of the full membership. and 
so, according to Morris’ interpretation 
of the fifth article, was not constitu- 
tionai. 


Other letters in the Sparks book, | 
and by | 


signed by Morris himself 
James Madison, were cited to prove 
that Morris was the actual drafter of 
the constitution and therefore there 
could be no superior authority on its 
intent.

CHRISTIAN COUNCIL’S VOICE. 

The action of the Atlanta Chris- 
tian council, representing 81 church 
congregations, in denouncing mob 
violénce ought to be the opening 
gun in a crusade that will arouse 
the consciences of Georgians, and 
sweep the State as nothing has in 
a generation. 

The honor of the commonwealth 
is at‘stake. The moral and cultural 
and economic welfare of the people 
is at stake, 

This is a nation of civilization. In 
this nation of civilization there is 
no better state than Georgia—no 
better people than Georgians.. 

And yet the good name of Geor- 


gia will be dragged into the mire 
so long as conditions shall exist that 
are unreachable by law. 


The Christian council passed the 
following resolution: 


“Resolved, that the Christian coun- 
cil of Atlanta, representing 81 con- 
gtegations, hereby extends to Gov- 
ernor Walker its commendation of the 
interest already manifested by him in 
this deplorable situation and appeals 
to him to make use of such further 
means at his command as will bring 
these criminals to Justice, who are 
thus defying the laws of the state.” 


In its preamble the resolution de- 
clared that these conditions ‘dis- 


graced Georgia in the eyes of the | 


world.” It is true.

The laws in question usually relate 
to the civil conduct of the citizen in 
his public contacts. That the people 
through their guvernmental agencies 
have the undeniable right to regulate 
such conduct is bey nd debate. When 
they have enacted such a regulation, 
no matter by what generation in the 
past, and acquiesce in it by maintain- 
ing it unrepealed or unmodified on 
their statute bocks, that regulation 
should be fully and impartially en- 
forced by all their officers who claim 
to be honest men. 


No official, whether governor, may- 
or, sheriff, judge. or public prosecu- 
tor, has any defensible privilege to 
ignore, dilute, or defeat the solemn 
statute of the state, or ordinance of 
the community. To do any of those 
things is to become an oath-breaker 
and a menace to public order.

Howling Against Sunday Laws. 


The chief howling just now is 
against the enforcement of the Sun- 
day rest laws that are upon the 
statute books of most states of the 
union. From the development _ of 
Christian civilization it has been re- 
garded as wise and humane to lesig- 
nate Sunday as the day of the week 
sanctified by law as the Sabbath of 
the worshipers of the state and the 
day of rest from common labor for 
all the people.

By whose authority and judgment, 
then, have such laws become blue? 


The God who made us, who knows 
perfectly how He _ constructed our 
mechanism, and who framed the 
physiology of our well-being in our 
mortal frames, said to us: 

“Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it holy. Six days shalt thou 
labor, and do all thy work; but the 
seventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord 
thy God; in it thou shalt not do any 
work, thou. nor thy son nor thy 
daughter, thy manservant, nor thy 
maidservant, nor thy cattle, nor thy 
stranger that is within thy gates.” 


That law was not made by the Lord 
to protect Himself and His rights, but 
to protect every man and his inher- 
ent necessities and rights. God ean 
get along all right without it, but 
man cannot without damage to his 
highest interests. There is no need 
to argue for thoge instinctive ‘rcts. 

Having been ordained by an AIll- 
wise Creator, whence does any con- 
gress, legislature, or council derive 
the authority to tell God to get off 
His reservation and proceed to abolish 
His law on the assumed ground that 
it is blue, silly, and obsolete, accord- 
ing to our modern wisdom and state 
of civilization >

Has God No Rights At All? 

The whole subject boils down to 
the elemental question: “Has God any 
rights in-His creation that a man is 
bound to respect?’ 

If the answer is that he has, then 
He had th- right to make the Sabbath 
law and fix the conditions in it. 


What does “Sabbath” mean any- 
how? It means “a rest’—a rest from 
work, and that is all. It does not 
mean “Sunday”, or “Worship day,” 
or a Roman or continental holiday. 
It means a day in which to “walk 
honestly—not in rioting and drunken- 


ness, not in strife and envying.” 

But some one urges that different 
people have different days for the 
Sabbath. Surely, they do; for every 
day of the week is a Sabbath some- 
where among the tribes of mankind. 

The reason why the state here in 
America adopts Sunday as the legal 
Sabbath is because ours is a Christian 
land and Sunday is the accepted day 
of Christians on which to worship 
their Lord. Hence, to avoid the con- 
fusion of as many Sabbaths as there 
are days of the week, and for the re- 
spect due to Christian convictions, the 
constitution of the United States and 
the laws of the states recognize Sun- 
ay as the proper Sabbath or rest 
ay. 

For those reasons, also, in many 
states the Statutes read “Sunday, the 
day co-umonly called the Lord’s Day.” 
So the great national association of 
American Christians who stand for 
the observance and enforcement of the 
Sunday laws is called, “The Lord's 
Day Alliance.”

They forget, if they ever heard of 
it, that such “red laws” made zncient 
Rome the world’s latrine and a wrack 
of ruins; that red Jaws such as they 
want put red caps on Paris, drenched 
its streets with blood and exalted a 
harlot as its goddess; and that like 
red laws have led the Russians re- 
cently to abolish religion, denounce 
the Bible and burn an_ effigy of 
Christ in the public square of the 
capital! 

Do we want all that enacted in At- 
lanta? But we are told that the 
young people neeca Sunday movies to 
keep them from becoming desperately 
immoral in other places and ways. 
Bosh! If that were so, the damage 
is already done, and the young gen- 
eration around us is so immoral that 
Sunday doses of the movies would 
not purify and regenerate thém. 

It is not so, thank the Lord! The 
young people of today do not need 
any more curative treatments than the 
clean counsel and example of their 
elders. When they, see the grown-ups 
walking  uprightly, preserving moral 
dignities, and patronizing “things 
that are true, just, pure, lovely and 
of good report,” they w:l. covet to rise 
into such company and be the worthy 
heirs of such honor and social rank. 
Then, don’t let us charge our hunger 
for hellionism upon our children!

THE SUICIDE WAVE MYTH. 

According to the papers we are for- 
ever on the crest of a “crime ware. 
When there isn’t much news of im- 
portance this crime wave idea is use- 
ful. Police authorities, nerve special- 
ists, lecturers, psychologists, sociolo- 
gists and the like, always eager for 
publicity, seldom decline to be “inter- 
viewed” about the causes of the wave. 

Now we are having a “suicide 
wave.” Most of it is the bunk. The 
rest of it is excellent free advertisinz 
for the same old police authorities, 
nerve specialists, lecturers, psycholo- 
gists and sociologists. 

Because some college students have 
rid the world of themselves lately, 
these “authorities” are explaining in 
the newspapers how come. Some of 
‘em glibly assure us that the suicidal 


impulse grows out of youth's failure 
to “readjust” his thought, the new 
philosophy and so on which he learns 
in college being so different ard so 
much at variance with the simple old 
ideas he has been brought up to cher- 
ish and believe. This is the veriest 
rot of a maleducated mind. Ther 
are truly too many plain nuts clut- 
tering up college and university life. 

Some of the “authorities” tell us 
the parents are to blame—faylty 
home training. Boy has been allowed 
to have his own way, selfish unable 
to see the fairness of the other fel- 
low's rights or arguments, and when 
he gets away from home where he 
can't have everything his dwn way he 
just naturally takes the easiest way 
out. This is a mean, furtive way 
of saying that the boy comes of taiut- 
ed or degenerate stock. The parents 
may seem respectable, refined and all 
that. but when we really know the 
family history as a family doctor 
knows it, then the suicide becomes 
only one of the manifestations of de- 
generacy. I have no particular fam- 
ily in mind, and indeed I don't be- 
lieve any family can cast stones ai 
any other family so far as degeneracy 
mav be concerned. 

Most people today are aware that 
the “crime wave” is merely a news- 
paper invention. 

The “suicide wave” is equally 
mythical or imaginary. We must bear 
in mind that _not only numerically 
but proportionally, a far greater num 
ber of students enter college today than 
in times past, and. consequently a 
higher suicide rate must be expected. 
We should also remember that the 
most «degenerate class, the newly 
wealthy, the too prosperous middle 
class, now contributes the greater 
part of the student body to the col- 
leges and universities of this country, 
and hence there is an undesirable ele- 
ment in college life, young men and 
young women who care nothing for 
education and have no ambitions or 
ideals but are in college only because 
the crowd goes ‘there. Among these 
unfortunates the suicides occur. which 
is better than the criminal escapades 
to which their abnormal ideas lead. 

In 1904 there were 853 suicides in 
New York city, one-third of which 
were by carbolic acid. Then a new 
law prohibiting the sale of carbolic 
acid in a solution stronger than 5 per 
cent (one in 20) went into effect. In 
1907 there were 565 suicides, not one 
of which was due to carbolie acid. So 
it would seem that we, the people, 
have some control over suicide. But 
we are not very conscious of our re- 
sponsibility. We still permit the sale 
of pure carbolie acid in some commu- 
nifies,

roe temporary, as many firebrands 
have endeavored to prove. But i 
physical and mental manifestations 
will correspond to the improved and 
changed aspects of everyday life—as 
in means of transportation, amuse- 
ments, dress, mechanical equipment 
and so on. 


There will be radicals who will try 
to undermine the bulwarks of society 
-—taking away without having any- 
thing to offer in place of what they 
condemn—even a hundred years from 
now.

They 
would be missed. perhaps, since by 
contrast the majority shows up to 
such an advantage. Yesterday the 
woman who did not do her owr bak- 
ing was counted inefficient; ‘oday 
the woman who does not balance me- 
nus and count calories is termed a 
moron. In a hundred years there 
will be corresponding tests just as 
there will still be mothers-in-law and 
wedding gifts one would like to de 
molish. 


This for externals: But with the 
increased energy which mechanica! 
efficiency is bestowing upon us and 
with the greater leisure to live one's 


life. marriage will express itself in a 
higher spiritual key. The very drudg- 
ery of existence which has precluded 
this spiritual development and ex- 
pression will be diminished, and there 
will be a communion of spirit which 
is the esoteric tie between husband 
and wife. 

There will be outward freedom 
only because there will be more com- 
plete inner unity. There will be vol- 
untary parenthood, proof of the prog- 
ress both of the individual and the 
state.

I recently read an article on Vol- 
taire which exalted him to the skies, 
but did not mention Lord Morley’s 
acknowledgment that the French phil- 
osopher wrote “one of the most un- 
seemly poems that exists in any 
tongue,” and another on Rousseau 
which forgot to state that he wrote 
one of the most unseemly autoiogra- 
phies extant. 

Edmond Scherer says that Voltaire 

was in sum total “a pitiable charac- 
ter’... and as “great a stranger to 
ptriotism as“to decency.” This judg- 
ment is disputable, but why not q: »te 
it apd defend the accused instead of 
assuming that he was a nerson of un- 
impeachable rectitude. 
The fact is that no political or 
literary service compensates for in- 
jury to the moral sense of humanity. 
Dr. W. L. Watkinson appositely re- 
marked that it is always and every- 
where a deeper calamity to exchange 
political for moral bondage. Filth in 
literature leads to a more hopeless 
degradation than almost any other 
social diesase. 

It injects that plague spot in the 
soul which literary or philosophical 
brilliance can not exterminate. A 
professed passion for truth and free- 
dom ill becomes men and women who 
cater to fleshly theories conducive to 
a pitiable enslavement of the will and 
the affections.

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~ KILLING CHILDREN 


Chicago, March 16.—(#)—Arrested 
upon information supplied the police 
by a Catholic priest, Walter Scholl 
calmly confessed late today that he 
killed his childrea. Vivinn, 8, and 
Donald, 6, by covering their faces with 
towels saturated with an anaesthetic 
and then strangling them in an un- 
occupied house at Gary, Ind., last 
Wednesday. 

Immediately after his confessioa he 
was returned to Gary, where his fa- 
ther and mother, the Rev. and Mrs. 
Charles Scholl, of ittsburgh, Pa., 
waited. They intended to take the 
children’s bodies home for interment. 

When Scholl was arrested his es- 
tranged second wife, stepmother of the 
children, was berag questioned by the 
police. 

It was upon information supplied 
by Mrs. Scholl that police yester- 
day found the hodies. She, in turn. 
got it from « friend to whom her 
husband had written the story of the 
double slaying. 

Scholl, unarmed, offered no re- 
sistance when the officers rushed the 
house at the address supplied by 
Father Bede. He readily admitted 
his identity. 

Back at Gary, Scholl was taken to 
the undertaking parlor where 
white caskets «containing his child- 
ren lay. Crying and shaking, he fell 
to his knees beside them, handcuffs 
rattling on the coffins.

Reports in circulation today were 
that Mr. Pennington has the tndorse- 
ment of Assistant Secretary ef the 
Treasury L. C. Andrews, and ftiiat 
he will be appointed by Mr. Mellon, 
provided only that President Coolidge 
does not intervene to force the naming 
ef Roy Haynes. who heretofore has 
held the title of prohibition commis- 
sioner and who is backed for the new 
position by the Anti-Saloon league. 

Pennington is a former naval of- 
ficer. His work in the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict has won the approval of the 
trade interests usrag industrial alcohol, 
which have been opposed to drastic 
methods employed by Haynes when 
he was in control of enforcement. 

Herbert H. White is regarded as 
the probable choice fér assistant com- 
missioner ofe prohibition. White, a 
former army officer, until recently was 
prohibition admfrnaistrator of the Dis- 
tricteof Columbia—Maryland district.

JAKE WELLS’ DEATH 
BLOW TO ATLANTANS. 
BY ROBERT MORAN. 

News of the death in Carolina of 
Jake Wells, former Atlanta theatrical 
magnate, came as a blow to former 
associates in Atlanta Wednesday 


night. 
Especially were they surprised over 


| the report that he had taken his own 


life. 

“It's hard to believe that he com- 
mitted suicide.”’ said Willard Pat- 
terson, a long time associate of Wells 
in the theatrical business in Atlanta. 
“That does not agree with the char- 
acter of the man we all knew so well. 
Jake never minded bard times, never 
minded being broke, for he had been 
broke many times, never worried 
especially over misfortune. He always 
looked on the bright side of life. He 
was a battler, all the time, and it 
never was his way to give up just 
because the clouds were black.” 

Made and Lost Fortunes. 

Wells made and lost fortunes in 
fhe theatrical business. His entry ixto 
the game was an accident. He re- 
in it. however, until just 
about a year before his deoth when 
he disposed of his last remaining in- 
terests, according to former associates 
here. 

Jake's first venture, which brought 
him before the general public, was 
in the baseball field. He was man- 
ager and captain for a number of 
years of the Richmond team in the 
old Atlantic league. He won the pen- 
nant three straight time, and finally 
his suecess broke up the league. That 
was in 1898. He is said to have been 
the first catcher in organized base- 
ball to wear a glove. 

Among the stars he developed and 
turned over to the majors were such 
baseball luminaries as Jack Chesbhoro. 
Jess Tannehill, Kid Elberfeld. Sam 
Lever and others. The stars mentioned 
he sold to Pittsburgh. 

One dav he and Ed Barrow. 
business manager of the New 
Americans, entered a trunk store 
Richmond to buy a strap for a bat 
rack. Wells noticed that the floor 
was slanting and on inquiry found 
the store once had been a_ theater. 
That led him to bby this store, which 
was located at the corner of Eighth 
and Broad streets, and turn it into a 
theater. His next theater was the 
Granby, at Norfolk. 

Then he spread out into many 
towns. Among the cities in which he 
operated theaters were . Atlanta. 
Evansville, Ind.; four in  Birming- 
ham; Knoxville. Chattanooga, Nash- 
ville, Norfolk, Richmond, Montgom- 
ery, Mobile, Lynchburg, Roanoke. 
Petersburg, New Orleans and 
lumbia. 

Enters Atlanta Field. 


He came to Atlanta first in 1900, 
bringing here the now famous Wells 
musical stock company. This organi- 
zation played in Atlanta for several 
years, first in the Grand theater and 
later goiag to the Columbia. 

In 1902 he leased the Columbia 
from Laurent DeGive, and changed its 
name to. the Bijou, a favorite name 
with Wells, who gave it to houses in 
many Cities. ° 

At various times he had under con- 
trol all the houses in the city. He 
built the Lyrie theater. He estab- 
lished vaudeville on a firm basis at 
the old Orpheum theater, which be- 
fore becoming a theater had been a 
stable. Success of the Orpheum 
caused Ben Kahn, former manager of 
the Orpheum, to persuade Ed Ansley 
to build the Forsyth theater. When 
it was completed Wells bought out 
the stock, and forced Kahn to sell to 
him. Then he moved vaudeville to 
the new house. The Orpheum after-

wards became for a short time the 
home of the legitimate attractions of 
Klaw & Erlanger. Wells had under 
lease the old Tudor, the Vaudette, 
the Strand, the Rialto and at oae 
time the Grand. 


Graduates Stars. 


His musical stock company gradu- 
ated many stars of international fame. 
They included Little Chip and Mary 
Marble, Max and Gertrude Hoffman, 
Marie Fanchonetti, Doa O’Brien, 
afterwards the prince in “The Merry 
Widow ;” David Andrada, John Dunn, 
who afterwards was one of the pro- 
ducers of “Floradora;” Otis Harlan, 
and Dan Marble. 

Wells operated many summer parks, 
includfag the Ponce de on, where 
he ran a summer theater; the Casino.

He sold all his Atlanta interests a

Sterry. editor of the Christian In- 
aquirer, who had been found guilty. of 
libelous blasphemy for an article in 
his magazine which referred to God 
as “this jrate old party” and “this 

Jehovah.” 

Sterry was the first man ever to 
be found guilty under the old statute 
forbidding “the publication of words 
so scurrilous and opprobrious as to 
pass the limits of decent controversy 
and to be calculated to outrage the 
feelings of any sympathizer with 
Christianl!ty.” 

The editor, a little man who Wears 
thick-lensed spectacles, occupied | his 
time during the trial reading the Old 
Testament, which he described when 
called upon to testify as “r:erely my- 
thologies.’’ Sterry’s attorneys indicated 
that he would appeal his conviction 
to a higher court in the hope of hav- 
ing the “libelous blasphemy’’ statute 
thrown out.

GOX 1S ARRESTED 
IN STANLEY DEATH 


Valdosta; Ga., March 16.—(?)—A 


warrant was obtained today against 


Jack Cox, a residert of Lanier coun- | 


ty, charging him with complicity in‘ 


the slaying of C. L. Stanley, wealthy 
naval stores operator of Stockton, 
whose mysterious death a few days 
ago has been under investigation. The 
warrant was obtained after the re- 
ceipt of the chemist’s report on the 


examination of the viscera of Stanley. 

Traces of poison were found, accord- 
ing to the report. — 

Cox is in the Lowndes county jail 
here. He denies that he is respon- 
sible in any way for the death of 
Stanley. 

The warrant for the arrest of Cox, 
a farmer, was sworn out by R. L. 
Stanley, a son of the dead man, who 
instituted an investigation when he 
said he learned that Cox had sought 
to cash at a local bank the day after 
Stanley's death a check drawn by the 
gg in his favor for more than $1,- 
‘ ) ' 


Meanwhile, the coroner's jury, 
which recessed its inquiry into the 
death of Stanley pending the results 
of the post-mortem examination, has 
been summoned and probably will re- 
convene tomorrow. 

Died Suddenly. 

Stanley died suddenly February 14 
while en route home in his automobile. 
Earlier in the day he had come here 
in company with another man whom 
the younger Stanley claims was Cox, 
and deposited $4,000 in his bank here 
where he carried a large account. A 
physician recorded his death as having 
resulted from a heart attack. 

The following day, according to 
authorities, Cox appeared at the bank 
with the check. but the bank de- 
clined to honor it. Later, the son of 
the dead man, with a brother and 
sister, announced they suspected foul 
play and obtained from Superior Court 
Judge W. E. Thomas permission to 
¢xhume the body for an investigation 
of their father’s death. 

Coroner P. Ulmer, of Lowndes 
county, disinterred the body at Vi- 
enna and forwarded the viscera to At- 
lanta for examination by the state 
chemist. : 

Shortly before his death, it was 
said. Mr. Stanley had been examined 
for life insuranee and had been pro- 
nounced free of heart: trouble. He 
was 55 years of age and prominently 
identified with the naval stores busi- 
ness in this section.

considerable detail. 

While this picture is not altogether 
bright, there is an encouraging develop- 
ment in a noticeable increase in co- 
operative marketing, the figures show- 
ing an increase in the value of farm 
products sold cooperatively from $890,- 
605 in 1919 to $9,081,592 in 1925. and 
the value of supplies purchased co- 
operatively advanced from $65,446 in 
1919 to $304,178 in 1924. 

While there is a decrease shown in 
the farm population of the state from 
1920 to 1925, the census bureau ex- 
plains that the 1925 figures inciude 
only persons living on farms, while 
the 1920. figures include also those 
farm laborers .and their families who, 
while not living on farms, lived out- 
side the limits of any incorporated 
place. The figures for farm population 
are 1925, 1,309,584; 1920; 1.685.213. 
This population consisted of 785.241 
white people in 1925 and 927,909 in 
1920, while there were 524.343 negroes 
on-farms in 1925 compared with 757,- 
304 in 1920. 

Taking to Radio. 


Georgia farmers are taking to the 
radio, the report shows, radio outfits 
being reported on 1,293 farms in 1925. 

The number of farmers in the state 
on January 1, 1925. was 249,095 as 
compared with 310,732 on January 1, 
1920. The number operated by full 
owners decreased from 94,575 in 1920 
to-81,108 in 1925. There were 22.024 
reported mortgage debt in 1925 while

roads; 593 on macadam roads: 7,- 
OS on gravel roads and 115,283 on 
improved dirt roads, while 118.752 
lie along unimproved dirt roads. Those 
not reporting number 5,698. 

All types of farm expenditures drop- 
ped in the five years from 1919 to 
1924+ for feed purchases from over 
$9,500.000 to $6.300,000 for fertilizer 
from $46,000,000 to $21,000,000; for 
labor (money wages only) from $16,- 
700,000 to $11,700,000. 

The number of chickens, sheep and 
goats on farms all dropped from 1920 
to 1925 as folloWs: sheep from 72,000 
to 50,000: goats from 110,000 to 90,- 
000 and chickens from 7,228,000 to 
7,043,000. 

While there was less milk, butter 
and-cream produced on farms in 1924 
than in 1919 the report shows that 
more was sold in 1924 than in 1919. 
Wool production decreased from 116,- 
700 pounds in 1919 to 141.000 in 1924 
and chicken eggs from 23,000,000 in 
1919 to 19,800,000 in 1924.
